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Visit by Mikoyan 
Viewed With Hope 


Anastas Ivanovich Mikoyan, deputy 
premier of the Soviet Union, is currently 
on a visit in our country. As the Russian 
satellite went in orbit around the sun, the 
deputy went on tour of some half dozen 
American cities. 


Mikoyan is an Armenian, not a Rus- 
sian. Strictly speaking, he is not even a 
Slav. Therefore, he cannot, so the whis- 
per runs, ever occupy a higher position 
than the one he holds. The top man in 
Russia must be a Slav and a Russian. 


The Armenians are the great traders 
of the world. It. was interesting to note 
that the things which attracted the vis- 
itor on this, his second trip to the United 
States, was business. He was interested 
particularly in our packaged foods—such 
as cellophane-wrapped doughnuts, cig- 
arettes, candy bar and food-dispensing 
machines. A motel fascinated him. 

On his first journey about 20 years 

go he took notes and went back to in- 
sail ice cream factories, mechanized bak- 
eries and automat restaurants. It seems 
pretty sure that Russia 1s in for some 
cellophane wrappings and more of West- 
ern mechanization. Even motels may be 
built along the lakes and the Caspian 
littoral. 

This was the Armenian in him. 


But he also happens to be, as are many 
Armenians, a very intelligent and politi- 
cally minded man, shrewd in all kinds of 
deals. What major plans and proposals 
are in his mind—waiting only the oppor- 
tunity to express them, is for the future. 
He saw Secretary Dulles yesterday. 
Eventually, after he has traveled a bit, 
he likely will see President Eisenhower. 
Out of this may come a visit by Premier 
Khrushchev. 

We hope for two things. One is that 
no serious incident will occur to enable 
the Russians to feel affronted. The more 
Russians that see our country the better 
off we'll be. Let the dancers, artists, mu- 
siclans and politicians come and look. 
We've got much to show. We believe it 
will be impressive. 

Secondly, we trust American officials 
will get down to the business of talking, 
even if it’s more than an exploratory be- 
ginning. If we aren’t going to war—-and 
we aren't because the Soviets are doing 
too well without it—we must talk. 

50 we welcome the second man in 
Russia. We trust he looks us over well, 
doughnuts, motels, corn flakes and peo- 
ple. And if he can really provide any aid 
to peace, let’s hear it.

Police and Firemen 
Deserve First Attention 


The aldermanic finance committee 
struggled yesterday with the problem of 
where and how much taxes to impose to 
raise the necessary funds to give police 
and firemen an overdue raise. 

They did not reach immediate agree-

ment. This, too, was to be expected. New 
taxes should not be imposed impulsively 
and without debate. 

The actions of R. D. (Doc) Sims, who 
gpoke as a member of the force, seemed 
unnecessarily belligerent and irrespon- 
sible. He reportedly said that if the com- 
mittee did not come through with an 
acceptable raise the police would take 
action. This, we take it, was an implied 
threat of a strike or worse. On its face 
this sort of leadership can lead only to 
strife and trouble for the whole com- 
munity. 

The police raise is overdue. We can 
understand the impatience of those who 
have waited for it. But again we repeat 
——-new taxes cannot be created instantly 
and reasonableness should be the rule. 


It would be helpful perhaps if the 
finance committee would make public the 
fringe benefits of insurance, pensions, 
sick leave and paid holidays which city 
employes have. Some employes, whose 
work requires them to be close to their 
jobs, are supplied with city houses. This, 
too, should be noted as a matter of pub- 
lic information. 

As best we can learn, city pay, except 
for police and firemen, is competitive. But 
the police are underpaid and have been. 
Their case merits first attention, We trust 
the aldermen will reach an agreement on 
taxes as soon as they can for the neces- 
sary first-stage increases.

The United States and countries 
of Western Europe are beginning to 
move closer to economic and diplomatie 
accord with Nasser. 


Regional development such as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has suggested will be 
necessary to enable the Middle East to 
become stable, he said. 


Correspondent Hangen paid high trib- 
ute to Atlanta’s Eugene Black, president 
of the World Bank. Mr. Black is perhaps 
the best diplomat the Western World pos- 
sesses. On Dec. 31 the British announced 
they had asked him, after repeated fail- 
ure of their own representatives, to at- 
tempt to find an area of agreement be- 
tween Britain and Egypt in the financial 
issue growing out of the damage done by 
the abortive invasion of the Suez Canal 
by the Bfitish and French two years ago. 


Mr. Black, whose father was a dis- 
tinguished and popular Atlantan, is a 
grandson of Henry Grady, The Atlanta 
Constitution’s famous editor whose un- 
timely death from pneumonia at 38 
brought sorrow to the whole South in 
1889.

Fulton Probe of State 
Can Yield More Fruit 


Fulton County Sol. Gen. Paul Webb 
and Special Investigator Paul Caden- 
head yesterday reassured Georgians that 
the probe into state government opera- 
tions still has plenty of vigor. 


Some major exposes are promised, an 
indication that the investigative work has 
been progressing despite obstacles thrown 
in its way. 

Among these roadblocks cited by the 
outgoing grand jury were the refusal of 
state agencies to furnish pertinent rec- 
ords to investigators, hostility and ridicule 
from certain members of the administra- 
tion, cover ups, etc. The grand jury even 
went so far as to list possible perjury as 
one of the obstructionist tactics used. 

Nevertheless, the probe has been and 
is beneficial. The revelations of waste, 
looseness and inefficiency that point to 
corruption have contributed considerably 
toward pinpointing loopholes in the law 
that the next General Assembly should 
close. 


A double set of standards, one for the 
average taxpayer and one for officials in 
state government, cannot be tolerated 
either on a moral or legal basis. 


Fulton County is rendering the en- 
tire state a service in digging into the 
mess at the State Capitol. Much good has 
come from it and it is encouraging to see 
that more is promised, including the seek- 
ing of indictments where the evidence so 
warrants.

Taxpayer Suggests That State Legislators 
Make Senate More Permanent Institution 


Atlanta—We read a lot about 
legislative independence in Geor- 
gia. We also are informed about 
the effectiveness and desirability 
of the vaunted system of checks 
and balances in the federal gov- 
ernment. 

For some strange reason, 
though, Georgia has in practice 
rejected this system that has 
worked so well on the national 
level. The appropriations and 
budgetary power of the chief ex- 
ecutive and the weakness of the 
State Senate make a mockery of 
the checks and balances doctrine. 

As long as the entire member- 
ship of the State Senate is 
changed every two years, with 
every senator in every session of 
the General Assembly serving in 
a “lame-duck” capacity, just s0 
long will the democratic system 
of checks and balances femain a 
myth in state government. 

If the legislators really wish to 
“reform” our government, they 
will take immediate action at the 
next session of the Legislature to 
make the Senate a more perma- 
nent institution by making it pos- 
sible for its members to succeed 
themselves in office.

Will Railroads Save 


Passenger Service? 


Lancaster, Pa.—We in the Unit- 
ed States are in danger of losing 
our most dependable passenger 
transportation. 

Last April the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad discontinued all 
their passenger service between 
New York City and Baltimore, 
Md. Now the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road wants to discontinue all 
their passenger service between 
New York City and Buffalo, N.Y. 
All over the country, railroad 
schedules are showing fewer and 
fewer trains. 

There are several reasons for 
this, but one of the most impor- 
tant is that the government di- 
rectly or indirectly subsidizes ev- 
ery form of transportation except 


the railroads, and yet expects the 
railroads not only to maintain 
their tracks and terminals but 
also to pay taxes on them. 

However, many of the railroads 
seem to be trying to get rid of 
their passengers. The president of 
a large Western railroad has said 
that in a few years his railroad 
will have eliminated all passen- 
ger service. An official of a large 
Midwestern railroad recently 
said: “‘We are operating far too 
many passenger trains,’”’ and also 
that they do not want a subsidy, 
but just to be allowed to run their 
business in their own way. 

But if all railroads were allowed 
to run their business in their own 
way there would soon be no pas- 
senger service in the country. 

The railroads are the only true 
“‘all-weather” highways, and to 
let the passenger service go out 
of existence, while at the same 
time spending billions of dollars 
to build supefhighways, is poor 
business, to say the least.

To- 
day there are approximately 36,- 
500,000. The total population of 
the nation 30 years ago was 122,- 
800,000. Now it is over 175 mil- 
lion. Also, there has been a shift 
of the population into the cities in 
the last 30 years—from 56 per 
cent in 1928 to 63.5 per cent to- 


day. 

Thus the city vote, which tends 
to be decisive in the key states 
of New York, Pennsylvania and 
California, is more important to 
victory now than it was then.

The statement said that since 
Gossett ‘‘stated his regrets at. the 
manner in which he expressed 
himself on these occasions, and 
apologized to the persons _in- 
volved, the committee accepted 
his apologies and concluded that 
his dismissal from the faculty 
should be revoked.” 


Gossett had appealed his dis- 
missal to a faculty committee and 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors.

group's report.

2. He picks a good, sound 
company or a good investment 
trust.

If he chooses a company, he 
should plan to put acertain 
amount of money into its stock, 
then switch to another one. He 
should spread stock purchases 
over at least five or six com- 
panies, 


3. Every month, quarter or 
year he puts his budgeted sum 
of money into stock of the com- 
pany he has chosen, or into in- 
vestment trust shares. He buys 
no matter what the price, and 
reinvests all dividends from the 
stock. 

Consistency, as you will see, 
is important to dollar cost av- 
eraging.

‘Just before I was to swing 
the bottle, a ship crossed the 
path of the Bonefish and we 
had to wait,” said Mrs. 


Cmdr. Thomas W. Hogan, USN, 
a native of Marietta. The 
first Bonefish was commis- 
sioned in New London, Conn., 
in 1943. Cmdr. Hogan was in 
command when it made its 
first war patrol out of Dar- 
win, Australia. In 1944 Cmdr. 
Edge relieved Cmdr. Hogan, 
and the Bonefish patrolled the 
Pacific, the Western Carolines

Charles Moore and I have sweet potato biscuits running out of 
our ears. Honestly, I got more than 50 “receipts’’ through the mail 
and about a dozen by phone. I wish I could thank each one of you 


personally, because the biscuits 
would be. 


Incidentally, all of the receipts were basically the same. Some 
used buttermilk and added more sugar and some called for spices, 
but the basic receipt, for those few of you unlucky as I was 
never to have tried them, is as follows: 


1 cup flour 
% cup shortening 

2 tbisps. sugar 

2 tsps. baking powder 


Sift flour, sugar, salt and baking powder in a bowl, add po- 
tatoes, shortening and milk. Make a soft dough, roll out, cut with 
a biscuit cutter and place on baking sheet. Cook in “biscuit-hot”’

‘Mix half-a-pound of white sugar with a pint of fine cider, or 
of white wine, and grate in a nutmeg. Prepare them in a large 


bowl, just before milking time. 


“Then let it be taken to the cow, and have about three pints 
milked into it, stirring it occasionally with a spoon. Let it be eaten 
before the froth subsides. If you use cider, a little brandy will 


improve it.”

Decatur’s City Commissioners said Monday night the city’s 
tax assessrnent rate may be increased to raise $54,000 needed 
to meet the 1959 school budget. 


Tax assessment rates may be hiked 6.8 mills to meet the 
school budget demands, Mrs. C. Howard Leveritt said. 


At the present time the tax rate question is still ‘‘open’’ and 
will not be settled until a public hearing scheduled for Jan. 20th 
is held. 


“We're better prepared to start this year than possibly ever 
before because we know how much each department will need 
and how much money we will have,”” Mrs. Leveritt said. 


If Decatur’s tax assessments are raised it will mark the first 
time the city has called for such an increase in more than a 
decade.

Be Sure To Avoid Wrist Turn 


Bowling beginners have to learn that arm lift, not wrist furn. 


by 
leaving its hole first and with the 
fingers imparting tke spin action. 


But sometimes even star bow]- 
ers find themselves fighting wrist- 
turn. They find the elbow forced 
to the outside, or to the right. as 
the wrist turns to the left. The 
result inevitably is that the ball 
is pulled out of its swinging arc— 
to the left—and is forced high on 
the head pin. 


The secret of proper arm lift is 
well illustrated in today’s accom- 
panying sketch. It lies entirely 
in the position of the elbow. It 
must be pointed straight down at 
the floor. This position assures

proper arm lift, and the absence of damaging wrist turn.

Since the finishing position at the foul line is a natural conse- 
quence of the delivery, there's a precaution you can take at the 
point when the ball starts its downward swing.

The final result. then. is a 
smooth arm lift with no wrist turn. That means a short. sharp and
